The facts surrounding the unsigned Declaration/Power of Attorney are as follows: 

1. The inventors, Messrs. Salvatore J. Folino, Peter Vert and Cecil Beauman 
("the Inventors") invented a gasket installation apparatus. This was the subject matter of a 
United States provisional patent application having a serial number of 60/119,390 and a filing 
date of February 10, 1999.
